who are willing to stoop down into the gut- 
ter in order to teach the grand truths of the 
Master, which were designed to elevate the 
lowly, exalt the humble, and bring all to 
himself. We speak not to total unbelievers, 
if any such there be. It iss their right to 
ignore these things. But with professing 
shristians of all denominations it is a yery 
diffrent matter. They cannot blow hot and 
blow cold at one and the same time.

Monrreat, Sept. 28.—The mortality 


from the smallpox epidemic is inereas- 
Ing, the deaths in the city. alone last 


week, up to Saturday evening, being 
245, and in the suburbs 75, making an 
aggregate of 320, of: which 313 were 
French-Canadians, and seven English. 
On Saturday and Sunday the total 
deaths in the city and suburbs were 109. 
About ten o’clock to-night an anti-vac- 
cination mob from the oust end took 
possession for a time of the city,. The 
police showed the utmost incapacity 
throughout, the rioters were all French 
Canadians, and they, despite the police, 
broke the lamps on the Champ de Mars 
and also in the city hall. Then, they 
went singing dobn to the Herald office 
and broke the windows there and at- 
tempted to get at the editor, but the 
printers were alrgady for the meb. 
From here they wont and raided . Ald. 
Grenier’s place, and then went for Dr. 
Leberge, the health officer’s, but damag- 
ed another residence in mistake for the 
doctor's. Tlie excitement was intense, 
anchthe English volunteers began run- 
ning to their armories, looking and 
making ready forthe worst. The police 
were‘helpless, and their cowardicd is 
condemned on all sides, To-morrow 
night moro trouble is anticépated., Two 
of the ringleaders have just been arrest- 
ol, mmed Moreau and Belac. 
Six. of the rioters were wounded.

The Assizes. 

The Autumn Assizes opened at the 
Court House, Belleville, on the 15th 
inst., and was only concluded on Mon- 
dny of this week. The Hon. Justice 
O'Connor presided for the first time in 
Belleville. Following are tho most im- 
portant oases : 


Mrs. Mary Adams and her 12 year old son 
Chas. Adams,, were placed upon trial at noon 
noon on Monday, forthe murder of Martin 
Archibald, on the-30¢h day of Aug. 1885, at 
the house of the hrisoner in Huntingdon. The 
8 gives the following summary of 
the case :— 


When the court resumed at 1:30 there was 
a large attendance on the benehes outside the 
bar, and as the day advanced the crowd in- 
creased until the rbom was. packed. There 
was quite a sprinkling of ladies present dur- 
ing the trial. An almost breathless silence 
throughout the court room showed the intense 
interest thut was taken in the case. Mra, 
Mary Adams and her 14 year old son Charles 
Adams, occupied the prisoner® docket. Near 
them sataconstable, Mrs. Adams had a jolly 
faced lighthaired child in her arms, but was 
too deeply engrossed with the- proceedings of 
the court to pay much attention to her frolic- 
some charge, which was far too yonng and 
innocent to realize the seriousness of the posi- 
tion. Tho mother and her boy showed their 
anxiety as the case opened, by watching the 
witnesses and the jury as if to measure the 
influence of the testimony upon the 12 men 
who had their 1i# or death.in their hands. 

As the\case adWanced, its became evident 
that the burden of the evidence was in favor 
of the accuxed woman and her son. When 
the boy was discharged on the ground that he 
was perfectly n in using any means 
whatever tor the protection of his mother, it 
became evident that the case would end in 
the acquittal of Mrs. Adams. 

Mr. Kerr, the learned and humane Crown 
Counsel, became convinced during the latter 
(part of the trial, that Mrs. Adams and her 
son were justified in their acts aud rested. 
He refrained. from cross-examining any of the 
witnesses fur the defence, nor did he address 
jthe jury. 

Mr. Burdétts on behalf of the prisener, 
made a brief addess, and was followed by 
Judge O’Connor in an eloquent charge, at the 
close of which the pent up feelings of the 
audience found relief in applause. The jury- 
men, arose, and without leaving their places,
